The Judge 
of the second chamber of the district tribunal 
thereupon decided to se the amparo or 
protection demanded by Mme. Bazaine. The 
Supreme Court has just confirmed the decis- 
ion of the lower court.

It Was an Assassination. 

There is no doubt that it was a case of as- 
sassination, probably done by hirelings of 
McWhirter’s enemies, and the condition of the 
local courts under corrupt and unscrupulous 
Democratic control is such that the murder- 
ers, even if caught, will never be punished. 
The leader of McWhirter’s foes was Reel B. 


Terry, son of ex-Judge David S. Terry, the, 
fire-eater who was killea a few years ago by a 


Federal Deputy Marshal who was protecting 
Justice Stephen J. Field from the violence of 
Terry and his wife. 

Reel Terry is 40 years old, and is a vindict- 
ive, unscrupulous man. He was accused in 
person and in print by McWhirter, and it has 
often been thought that Terry would kill Me- 
Whirter. But the younger Terry, while as 
lawless as his father, lacks his nerve. State 
Senator Goucher, another of the ring, is also 
a shedder of blood. A few weeks ago he had 
a fight with the editor of the Kapositor, and 
that night hunted for him on the street and 
in saloons, carrying a shotgun on his shoul- 
der. Goucher, it happened, was out of town 
at the time of the McWhirter tragedy. Mc- 
Whirter had been married for three years and 
has an infant child. Altogether it is one of 
the darkest chapters in a history of lawless-

Dr. Rubini of Italy used his solution of cam. 
phor with wonderful success, curing ninety- 
nine out of a hundred patients, and failing 
only when the disease been given too 
much headway. Later he did even better,

Dr. Hale for 
eighteen years alternated with Dr. Hoyne in 
the chair of Materia Medica, and his work, 
„Materia Medica,” is a standard work in 
homeopathic libraries. 

“The history of copper and its uses in 
cholera See 18 interesting,” said Dr. 
Hale. Hahnemann was the first to 
make note of it some seventy years ago.

PROTECTION — WAGES. | 
Our Democratic friends, the enemy, have 
had a great deal to say about an alleged re- 
duction in the wages of American labor, par- 
ticularly in the protected industries, dation | 
the passage of the McKinley bill, and which 
they claim avas the direct result of that piece 
of legislation. That allegation formed a 
prominent feature in the jeremiad uttered 
last week by Adlai Stevenson to the people of 
Bloomington, which was widely cited as an 
unanswerable argument in favor of the free 
trade policy recently adopted by bis party. 
Alas for the vanity of human hope and Dem- 
ocratic confidence. Scarcely Have the types 
been distributed since the printing of that 
speech when right from the center of the 
Democratic camp in New York comes a de- 
tailed, express, and explicit official contradic- 
tion of the plea, and knocking the whole 
labored argument “into a cocked hat. 

The Democratic Commissioner of Labor, 


Charles F. Peck, for New York, one of the 


great manufacturing States of the Union and 
overfidwing with protected industries, is the 
man who has administered the “smashing 
blow.“ He has taken a list of sixty-seven in- 
dustries in that State, and found that there 
was a reported net increase of wages of $6,377,- 
925 in 1891 as compared with the amount 
paid for wages in 1890, andin the same time 
a net increase of $31,315,131 in the value of 
the output, Furthermore, he reports that 
89,717 working people have received increased 
wages as the result of the passage of the bill 
of 1890, and expressly says that the statement 
is true, as he found the conditions, though

While the Commissioner had heard the

were obtained was printed on the first page 
of yesterday’s Tarsune, aud should be exam- 

ined by any one who wishes to gain an idea 
of the range of the investigation. Of these 77 
per cent show an increase) in the. wages and 
product, while the total average increase in 
the yearly earnings of the 285,000 employés 
was $23.11 per head, and the average increase 
of yearly.earnings of the employés i in the fifty- 
one trades showing an increase was $43.96 per 
worker. 

This statement of official facts, coming from 
a high Democratic source, cannot be denied 
or ignored or explained away. It consti- 
tutes an unanswerable refutation of the asser- 
tions that have been so industriously circu- 
lated by ex-Gov.

the next few weeks in watchtug for the pest, 


so that it may be dealt with energetically for 
the safety of the people. We have so many 
ports open to the East, through any one of 
which the scourge may come at any moment, 
that the health authorities cannot be too vigi- 
lant in the watch or take too stringent meas- 
ures to isolate the sufferers in case any knock 
for admission. 

But that is not all. The utmost care may 
be insufficient. and health officers on the sea- 
board are not more apt to be angels than are 
their brethren in the interior. The cholera 
fiend may slip in past the sentinels, and then? 
It is but a short journey by rail to Chicago 
and other points in the Mississippi Vailey. A 
few hours might suffice to bring the pestilen- 
tial germs right into om midst, and, judging 
from recent experiences with the Health De- 
partment, these germs might grow and multi- 
ply for a long white in Chicago before they 
were officially interfered with. It is possible 
the department might waken up in a spasin 
of activity, “ and then again perhaps it might 
not. In any event it will be well for the 
people of this and other cities to be on the 
look out, each man for himself, to the ex- 
tent of avoiding choleraic conditions as far as 
possible, Internal and exterhal cleanliness 
are the best safeguards against the disease, 
whether it attack the individual from a point 
nigh at hand or one afar off. 

The things that directly provoke derange- 
ments of the alimentary canal that may de- 
velop into cholora are the eating of blackber- 
ries, unripe or decaying fruit, stale vegetables, 
and meat that has begun totaint. Also an 


of stimulants of any kind. Of course the use 
of impure water is also to be guarded against, 
but there is now little danger of using that ob- 
tained from the lake without the boiling pre- 
caution that was a necessity a couple of months 
ago. The external excitants are decaying 
vegetable and animal organisms that are al- 
lowed to accumulate in buildings, alleys, or 


Streets. The poisonous material developed 


by these may be carried by insects into our 
food and drink, and it ia believed that some 
of the germs thrown off by them into the at- 
mosphere are sometimes transported by its 
agency into positions where they enter the 
alimentary canal of the human being. So to 
perfectly guard against cholera it is necessary 
not only to be particular about one’s own food 
and drink, and also in regard to our immedi- 
ate surroundings, but to insist as well that the 
disease breeding conditions shall not be al- 
lowed to exist in the neighborhood. In other 
words, there is no real safety for any family 
so long as the neighbors are in peril, and it 
thus becomes the duty of every good citizen 
to see to it that the requirements of the health 
ordinances are lived up to by other residents 
in his vicinity and then keep cool and do not 
get excited. 


NOT TRUE ABOUT BLAINE—NEWS AHEAD

The Evening Post published yesterday a 
dispatch from Washington which contains 
among others these statements: 

Wasuineton. D. C., Aug. 29.— Blaine has 
commissioned Joseph Medill to purchase for him 
a residence in Los Angeles, said a friend of the 
ex-Seoretary to a correspondent of the Evening 
Post this morning.

TAXING LAND AND, LABOR TO HAVE 
FREE WHISKY. 

The first plank of the Prohibitionists reads 
thus: 

We deęlare anew for the s suppression of 
the manufacture, sale, importation, exportation, 
and transportation of alcoholie liquers as a bev- 
erage by Federal and State legislation, and the 
full powers of the government should be exerted 
to secure this result. 

It is easy to see what would happen were 
such a policy enforced. The government 
would give up the revenue it receives now 
from home-made spirits and malt liquors and 
from the duties on imported spirits, wines, 
and fermnented liquors, The internal revenue 
receipts for the year 1890. 91 were $112,000,000 
and those from customs duties were sufficient 
to make the total $122,000,000. How is this 
sum, which the Drys propose to sacrifice, to be 
made good? Not by increased duties on 
general imports, because they say they are in 
favor of imposing duties only on the products 
of those countries which levy tariffs on or bar 
out American products from their markets, 
English products would let in free any 
quantity, thereby underselling and closing up 
thousands of American manufacturers. 

Hence it would be necessary to raise 
in some other way that sum of $122,- 
000,000, and also the sum equal to the 
duties which would be taken off the goods 
of countries which did not put duties on 
American imports, which may be set down at 
150 millions more. Eitner the general gov- 
ernment would have to levy an immense 
direct, tax upon ths States, which would fall 
vpon land as the Constitution provides, or the 
government would have to impose an income 
tax which would fall on capital, but that 
capital is mostly wage fund, and in the last 
resort the bulk of it would come from the 
wages of the workingmen, or both methods of 
raising taxes would have to be resorted to to 
find the 300 millions, 

From the point of view of the statesman 
and the economist, nothing could be more 
unwise or harmful than to put on land and 
wage fund those taxes which have hitherto 
been paid by whisky. It would be equivalent 
to discriminating against industry, economy, 
and sobriety in favor of cheap tipple for the 
frequenters of the saloons. The payment of 
those taxes one year would knock the Pro- 
hibition party to pieces, There would be a 
general kick against such oppressive stupidity. 
The Drys are not a success in making states-

ALTGELD’S BELATED LITTLE WORLD'S 
FAIR SUBSCRIPTION. : 

More than two years. ago when the can- 
vassers were sent out to solicit subscriptions 
for World’s Fair stock they met with 
an enthusiastic and gratifying reception by 
the citizens of Chicago—with a few mean ex- 
ceptions—rich and poor, merchants, manu- 
facturers, workingmen, house-owners, cap- 
italists, money-lenders, professional men, 
and toilers, Thousands of laboring-men sub- 
scribed for shares of stock in the great enter- 
prise. But Judge Altgeld, although a prom- 
inent man of large wealth and holding a high 
judicial position at the favor of the voters, 
dodged the canvassers who had been hunting 
subscriptions among officeholders and large 
real-estate operators. So successful was he in 
dodging them that even when he went to 
Washington, ostensibly to try to persuade 
Democratic members not to kill the appropri- 
ation for the Fair, though there is no evidence 
that he changed a single vote for it, he had 
not subscribed a cent.

This ram design is @ new thing. The di- 
mensions of the vessel are as follows: Length 
over all, 251 feet; breadth, extreme, 43 feet 5 
inches. The armored deck will be convex and 
six feet above the water line. Above this 
deck will rise a conning tower, with armor 
eighteen inches thick, a smoke stack and von- 
tilator, the lower portionsof which will be pro- 
tected by six inches of armor, two light bar- 
bettes, within which the guns will be mounted, 
and skid beams carrying four boats. 

A continuous watertight inner bottom, two“ 
feet from the outer skin, is carried nearly the 
whole length of the vessel and up to the armor 
shelf on each side, being divided into three 
watertight portions on each side of the keel 
longitudinally, and further cross-divided 
by thirteen watertight transverse frames, thus 
dividing the bottom into seventy-two water- 
tight compartments. The interior of the hull 
is further subdivided by watertight bulk- 
heads, both longitudinally and transverse. 

The propelling machinery, a by the 
Bureau of Steam Engineering, will consist of 
two sets of horizontal, triple expansion 
engines, the cylinders being respectively 25, 
36, and 56 inches in diameter, and the stroke 
of pistons being 36 inches.

Nuw Lon. Aug. 29.— [Special. — Customs 
officials are investigating a series of extensive 
frauds in the weighing of raw sugar imported 
from Cuba into this port prior to the taking 
effect om March 1. last, of the 
law placing the com modity on 
the free list. It has been dis- 
covered that successful attempts to swindle 
the government have been made by several 
importers and that ecrtain employés in Sur- 
veyor Lyon’s department of the custom house

SAMUEL J. JORDAN'S DECATUR RECORD. 


He Displayed Money and Became a Poli- 
ticilan—Thought to Be a Robber. 

Decatur, Ind., Aug. 29.— [Special. The 
man Jordan, who was shot and robbed at 
Kansas City yesterday, came here in March, 
1888, from Harrisburg, Pa., gave his name as 
Samuel J. Jordan, and claimed to be an heir 
to an estate in which William McCormick, 


the harvester manufacturer, was interested. 


Upon the strength of his dispiay of money he 
fitted up rooms with costly furniture bought 
largely on credit. In November, 1889, he 
left, after giving his two servants instructions 
to look r his interests until he returned, 
but their wages stopped and the — 
finally abandoned the quarters.

Jordan returned in December 
following and made a show of paying his 
debts, was admitted to the bar, entermg the 
practice in partnership with Robert Blackburn, 
and in January following came nearly being 
elected to the Mayoralty to succeed Mayor 
Dent, who had died in office. He left Decatur 
amonth later and had not been heard of 
until he revealed bis identity when shot. His 
movements often indicated that he was leader 
of a gang of robbers and dealers in counter- 
feit money, but if this suspicion be true he 
kept his tracks well cove Jordan obtained 
a divorce from his wife in the courts here on 
the ground of her having deserted him at Har- 
risburg. A young man of rather small stature 
and sandy complexion named Rich Crane, 
a brother of Walter Crane, shipping clerk of 
Rosenheim, Levis & Co. of St. Lous, was asso- 
ciated with Jordan in his mysterious expedi- 
tions.

An FOUNTAINS 5 ERECTED BY THE 


cITY ALREADY POPULAR. 


5 tise Simple in Construction, and Are 
Not Intended to Be Things of Beauty, | 
but They Are Useful—The Whole City 
to Be Supplied with Them by World's 


Fair Time—The First One, at Lake and

While there is nothing attractive about their 
appearance the new free drinking fountains 
which the city is introducing promise to be 
popular. The down-town corners are being 
supplied with them now, as wellas a few of 
the more frequent intersections on the West 
Side. Those which have already been erected 
have enjoyed as large a patronage as the free 
baths recently opened, which goes to show 
that lake water is popular in Chicago. 

The new fountains are built for service, not 
for adornment, and they are constructed at no 
great expense. The first one in operation 
down-town is at the northeast corner of Lake

and State streets. It consists of a four-inch 
pipe connecting with the service pipe which 
supplies the fire plug or hydrant the 
pipe is carried through the iron cap, which 
covers the hydrant vault, and is carried abo ut 
as high as the hydrant. Near the top a 
smaller pipe is fixed to it, at the end of which 
is a nickel-plated faucet, the opening of which 
is over a small waste-basin in the top of the 
supply pipe. A hammered tin cup fastened 
to the pipe by a brass chain completes the out- 
fit. As fast as possible the fountains will be 
placed at the prominent corners of State, 
Clark, Dearborn, and La Salle streets, and 
Wabash and Michigan avenues. 
Well Patronized by All Classes. 

The fountains already erected are being 
well patronized. A half 3 at the pump at 
Lake and State streets will convince any one 
that the new departure isa go. The newsboys 
and street gamins were the first to take ad- 
van of the pump, and the thirst they dis- 
played was greater t an a diet of mackerel 
and pretzels could originate. They kept the 
faucet working at its full capacity until the 
water was running all over the sidewalk and 
gutters. The boys waded around in the sur- 
plus until a policeman drove them away. 

When the early cars brought business-men 
from the North Side to the end of the line, 
which is just at the hydrant, the majority of 
them tried the new fountain—not on account 
of thirst or unusual love for water, but on 
the. principle e that they might as well get some 
of the benefit of everything for which they 
were helping to pay. 

The women patronized the free fountain, 
too, to an extent that noticeably decreased the 
income of soda-water venders further up on 
State street. Withing ten minutes after the 
arrival of one State .street car at the Lake 
street terminus just sixteen persons 
nearly all passengers from the car— 

tried the water from the fountain, —. 
eleven of them were women. 
had to wade to the fountain at that, as the 
arabs had again taken possession and 
sprinkled all the surroundings. But, of 
course, the novelty of the free fountain for the 
gamin will wear off and the policemen will 


not have to devote so much time to driving | 


him away. 

The free fountain promises to become one 
of Chicago’s most popular institutions, and 
the city will be thoroughly well ~~ lied with 
them by World’s Fair time, as it will cost but 
a comparative trifle to place them at every 
fire hydrant in the town. 


PERMANENT HOME FOR CHICAGO HISTORY 


Excavation Begun for the Foundations of 
a $150,000 Building.

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FREE FOR ALL FIGHT. 


PACIFIC COAST ROADS: GETTING 
READY FUR A BIG CONFLICT. 


Complete Defeat of the Southern Pacific’s 

Propositions at the Transcontinental 
Meeting in New York—President Hill 
of the Great Northern Gives the Rea- 
sons for His Company’s Withdrawal— 
The Canadian Pacific Will Reduce Rates 
Sept. 10—General Railroad News. 


From persons who attended the meeting of 
the Transcontinental Association in New York 
last week it is learned that Taz Trisunz’s in- 
furmation regarding the declaration, of war 
against the Southern Pacific monopoly by the 
Canadian Pacific ana the withdrawal of the 
Great Northern from the association was en- 
tirely correct. Instead of bulidozing the other 
roads the Southern Pacific was downed on 
nearly every point. 

The Canadian Pacific, it is stated, is in dead 
earnest, and will stick to its proposition to re- 
duce the rates Weatbound Sept. 10 to the pro- 
portion now charged by the Southern Pacific 
on European goods, which would make the 
first-clase rate $2.80 from New York to San 
Francisco, against the present rate of $4.20. 
This will necessarily force all other lines to 
make correspondingly low rates and knock 
the Pacific Mail subsidy (called space rental 


by the Southern Pacific) higher than Gilde- 


roy’s kite. 

Under the rules the Great Northern’s notice 
of withdrawal from the association is to go 
into effect within sixty days from the time the 
notice was served, but in view of the action 
taken by the Canadian Pacific it is certain 
that Mr. Hill's road will consider itself ab- 
solved from all further obligations to the as- 
sociation as soon as the Canadian Pacific puts 
its new rates in effect. 

President Hill of the Northern Pacific states 
that his only object in cutting loose from this 
association is based on a determination to 
adopt such rate tariffs as will promote busi- 
ness interests and build up towns along 
the line of his roads from St. Paul to Seattle. 
This he could not do under the restrictive pro- 
visions of the transcontinental agreement, 
which creates great discrimination against in- 
terior localities in favor of Pacitie coast 
points. He claims that inland towns have al- 
ways suffered because of excessively high 
rates, and that he can remedy this state of af- 
fairs by placing the Great Northern in a posi- 
tion to be entirely independent of the wishes 
of other roads. 

Sat Down on the Southern Pacific, 

The principal subject for consideration at 


the New York meeting, next to the Pacific 
Mail and Canadian Pacific subsidy questions, 
was the proposition of the Southern Pacific to 


reduce rates on canned goods between the 
Pacific Coast to New York to 50 cents per 100 
pounds, to enable the overland routes to meet 
the competition of the clipper lines. The 
proposition created a heated discussion, but 
in spite of — eye arguments made oy the 
Southern Pacific 
down. The roads fail to see that such re- 
duction would benefit anybody except the 
Southern Pacific, inasmuch as they were pay- 
ing a subsidy in order to secure the mainte. 
nance of high rates. Traffic Manager Stubbs of 
the Southern Pacific was furious with rage, 
and said he would give the required three 
months’ notice of reduction as soon as the de- 
cision was received from the Co:nmissioners 
ot the Western Traffic Association, and then 
put the 50-cent rate in effect. 

A resolution was to the effect that in 
case the Canadian Pacific and Great Northern 
railways carry out their notices the Chairman 
of the association is to give notice of the with- 
drawal of the contract for “s rental 
(subsidy) with the Pacific Mail steamship 
company. 

It bas already been announced that the Rio 
Grande Western gave notice of withdrawal 
from the association about a month ago, and 
it is determined to try conclusions with the 
Southern Pacific. 

All this means a free fight for all the lines 
interested in the Pacitic coast business, the 
Pacific Mail being in with the others. It will 
prove a great. boon for the people at Pacific 
coast points, who bave been nearly throttled 
by the exorbitant rates imposed upon them by 
the Southern Pacific octopus.

RATE CUTTING IS ALLEGED. 


Reports That Lard Is Being Taken for Bos- 
ton for 20 Cente. 

East-bound shipments from Chicago in- 
creased slightly last week. The railroad offi- 
cials feel greatly discouraged, not so much 
over the fact that business is not what is ex- 
pected as on account of the reports that rates 


are being seriously cut by some of the roads. 


This is particularly the case in regard to 
provisions, which are already five cents below 
the regular tariff. Some time ago the Lake 
Shore forced a reduction in the rate from 30 
cents per 100 pounds to 25 cents. Lately 
strong efforts have been made to induce the 
Lake Shore to consent to a restoration of 
rates, but that company declined to do so on 
the ground that it made the reduction because 
its competitors were cutting the rates, and it 
was not yet satisfied that they had changed 
their tactics. 

If the reports circulated yesterday are true 
it is more than probable that instead of an ad- 
vance there will be another reduction. It is 
said that a contract has just been made by 
one of the roads for the transportation of 7,000 
tierces of lard, Chicago to Boston, for export, 
at 20 cents per 100 pounds —a cut of five cents. 
The lake and rail rate is 1744 cents, while the 
usual difference between lake and rail and all 
rail is five conta. It is stated that more or 
less manipulation of rates on other classes of 
freight is going on and fears are entertained 
by railrvad officials that unless some speedy 
action is taken to stop the irregularities a gen- 
eral collapse in ail east-bound rates cannot be 
ave 
The total shipments of flour, gram, and 
provisions from Chicago through to seaboard 
en and for export by the various Central 

raffic Association roads during the last week 
amounted to 21,909 tons, against 20,270 tons for 
the week previous and 22,862 tons for the cor- 
responding week last year.

The Reading Coal Comhine—Avarice and 


Craft Evading the Law. 

Philadelphia Telegraph: The attitude of the 
great coal. combine towards the constituted 
authorities, revealed in semi-official declara- 
tions with regard to the decision of the New 
Jersey Chancellor, continues, and rightly so, 
to occupy a foremost place in the public mind. 
It has seldom occurred, even in this era of 


monopolistic boldness and défiance of popular 


rights, that the formal deliverance of a high 
judicial tribunal has been treated with such 
undisguised oontempt. As the matter stands, 
the court is tola that the letter of its decision 
will be obeyed, but that its spirit will be utter- 
ly ignored. It is this extraordinary declara- 
tion that has aroused public comment to an 
unwonted degree and which is today making 
sober-minded men 8 the consequences 
of the pursuance of such a course, 

kt is to be noted that, while Chancellor Mc- 
Gill confined his decision directly to the re- 
straining of the carrying out of the terms - 
the Port Reading-Jersey Central lease, d 
clared illegal a single document and 5 
its further execution, he called nie to 
the fact that the general demand of the State, 
through its Attorney-General, was that the 
three coal-carrying companies 8 
should be perpetually enjoined from all 
future combinations whieh will KE 
increase or tend to increase the price of coal 
to the people. Then, giving the grounds of 
the decision which was to follow, it is 
tinctly declared that whena corporation, un- 
mindful of its plain duties, acts prejudicially 
to the public, in order to © undue gains 
and profits for its stockholders, it uses its 
pow in a manner not ae by the

AT WINDSOR RACE TRACK. 


How Chinamen Are Being Smuggled Over 
the Canadian Border. 

Wasntinetor, D. C., Aug. 29.— [ Special.] 
Chinamen are being smuggled into the United 
States along the northern frontier of Michi- 
gen, it is claimed, by collusion on the part of 
the trainmen on the Canadian Pacific railway. 
In a report to the Treasury Department by a 
special sgent who made an investigation it is 
stated that the modus operandi consists in 
having the Chinese buy tickets at Toronto 
estensibly for West Toronto Junction. In- 
stead of getting off at that place, however, 
the objectionable immigrants keep on to 
Windsor race course, about two miles outside 
of Windsor proper, and there disembark. As 
the race track is not a regular station there is 
no necessity for stopping there by Canadian 
Pacific trains, but they have a trick of doing 
this late at night and thus evading detection. 
When the attention of an n official of the rail- 
way in question was called to this practice he 
denied it existed, saying as he did so that 
he had not seen half a dozen Chinamen in 
that vicinity within a year. Attention has 
been directed to this illegal practice, and the 
United States Consul at Montreal has received 
instructions to prevent, if possible, any col- 
lusion between trainmen and smugglers on 
both sides of the boundary inne.
